Last night the Sous of Scotia and a grent 
many of their friends met at the Dafoe 
House for the purpose of celebrating the 
anniversary of St, Andrew by a public dio 
ner—or rather, we should say, to wind up 
the day's celebration by a social gather 
ing around the festive board. 

An excellent Bill of Fare had been pro- 
vided, and a tempting spread of edibles was 
made, The dinner was conducted on tem- 
perance principles, a feature in the celebra- 
tion which we were glad to observe. The 
spacious dining ball was neatly decorated. 
appropriate mottoes girdling the room, ut 
the head of which the Society’s flags formed 
a tasteful drapery,in rear of the President’s 
chair, The tables were spread for 125 guests 
and about 100 sat down.

Mr. Huo Waker, President of the So- 
ciety, delivered a short introductory address 
‘as follows:

my humble ability. We have met on this 
the anniversary of Scotia’s Patron Saint, to 
take a glimpse with the mind's eye of that 
land which is dear to tho heart of every 
Scotchman, whether it is the land of his 
birth or the land of his foretathers. Well 
may we be proud of it, for it has beeu water- 
ed bythe blood of our sires, in defence of 
those glorious liberties which we all admire. 
Tt is the boast of us all that the foot of slaves 
never trod our heather clad hills, our quiet 
villages,or busy citios, It was Caledonians 
who first said to the mighty Cmsar,“hitherto 
shalt thou come but no further.” Onward 
has ever been the watchword of Scotchmen, 
and thestream of modern progress has 
been largely swelled by the efforts of her 
sons. So thatthe names ot Scott, Burns, 
Watt, Murohison,and many others,will ever 
stand on the pages of history, emblazoned 
in letters of gold ; andthe weaver's boy, 
now Dr. Livingston, who is at this present 
moment carrying the torch of civilization 
throngh the untrodden wilds of central Airica, 
will ever be looked upto asa pattern of 
sterling energy, and indomitable petae- 
verance. At tho present day the steam- 
ships of a Napier, or a Denny, may be seon 
on every sea, and found in every harbor in 
the knowa world, making their names as 
familiar to-day at the Antipodes as they are 
on the banks of the Clyde, But it is not 
only as a national society, but as a beneyo- 
lont sogiety, that we are met here to-night, 
therefore, let our motto be in the futuro, as 
it has been inthe past: “Relieve the dis- 
tressed,” “assist the poor and needy,” 
“succor the widows and orphans of our 
fellow-countrymen.” And we mustcarry 
out the work ofthe society, Gentlemen,

The next toast was being drunk all over 
the world by Scotchmen, except in Scot- 
land, where he had never beard it. It was 
“The Day, and all who honor it.”

Rey. J. C. Surru, who responded, return- 
ed his thanks in the interests of The Day and 
all who honored it. He could imagine 
gatherings similar to this all over the world, 
where the same sentiments were expressed 
—where bosoms heaved with the same 
emotions—where the mention of the same 
scenes called up the same remembrances,— 
They were united with these in spirit. He 
did not think the enjoyment of the pleasures 
of the table was the motive which called 
them together—it was a higher motive. 
They had first yisited the house of God. 
The best part of the Scottish character was 
the religious element which it contained so 
strongly. It had been said formerly—and 
he was sorry to say but too truly in many 
instances—that their visit to church had 
been too often followed by bacchanalian 
revels. But on the part of this Society it 
was demonstrated that true pleasure could 
be had without the use of the intoxicating 
cup. LIotoxication was now looked upon 
aga disgrace, but it bad not always been, 
The Rev. gentleman here adduced a very 
humorous anecdote in illustration of his 
position. In this artificial age be was glad 
to meet with unsophisticated nature, and 
this was a peculfarity of character which 
could be found to perfection among Scotch 
men and Scotch women. (Another happily 
related anecdote here caused great laughter) 
He would not now indulge in any lauda- 
tion of the Scottish character—in self-laud- 
ation, as they bad their faults and failings 
as well os other nationalities.

Mr. Diamonp, President of the Native 
Canadian Society, was glad to see that the 
St. Andrew’s Society was becoming tem- 
perate. Looking around the table be saw 
but a dozen or two bottles of Champagne, 
where formerly there used to be a bottle or 
two before each man, therelore he hoped 
that before long they would all belong to 
the cold water society. There had been 
great disputés, never satisfactorily settled, 
as to the place of nativity of St. George, St. 
Andrew, and St, Patrick. He believed they 
were all boro in Canada, on the banks of 
the Bay of Quinte. (Laughter). It was 
mietuke to say that we drew our supplies 
of literature from the old countries. Shake~

(Frem our own Correspondent.)

Some newspapers 
call him ‘ Weathercock the Firat ’—forget- 
ting that in this respect he is the represen- 
tative of 36 millions of people. He 18 com 
pared to the blind clarionet player,aged 74, 
on the Pont Neuf. His sister-in-law is 
named bride-elect for the Prince de Join- 
ville; hence he must naturally labor to 
restore the Orleanists. His amiable lady 
is twittered because she sensibly prefers 
housekeeping to politics and scandal. He 
is aged, and therefore must be foolish ; old, 
and hence irresolute, His financial ability 
is limited to taxing matches, pepper aod 
salt, His army reform, to changing the 
buttons of the soldiers’ uniforms and alter- 
ing the numbers of the regiments, He assists 
at reviews, nominates ambassadors, bestows 
decorations, appoints committees on every- 
thing and nothing. Hunted out of Paris 
on the 18th. March bya band of Furies 
he allows some of the principal Commun- 
ists to laugh and grow fat at London, Gen- 
eva and New York, declining to demand 
their extradition ; and those in his power 
sentenced to death, he will neither pardon 
nor execute, The Bonapartist, Legitimists 
and Orleanists, badger each other in the 
same strain, Gambetta, by “4 section 
of his own party, is voted a humbug, a 
trimmer,a child of chance,a specious orator, 
& know-nothing—the most singular thing 
pertaining to him being bis glass eye. The 
ex-dictator is about being married—' the 
union of a comet with a flower,’ as tbat old 
man of the mountain -Victor Hugo—des- 
cribes the coming event, The Legitimists 
demand Henry Y.; the Orleanists, the Duc

He aimed to be the Goethe 
of French literature, he was equal to that 
giant in comprehension, but lacked his 
“Olymphian serenity.” He was the only 
distingulshed literary man that rallied to 
the Second Empire, and was rewarded by a 
senatorship. He loved ever to change 
with the times, and as one cannot change 
always,death relieved him from great embar- 
rasament. When dying, in his last agony, 
he made his private secrtary read Homer to 
him, and hoped he would not die till the 
reading oftho farewell, between Andro- 
mache and Hector was finished, Sainte- 
Beuve when about writing on any subject 
collected all the necessary authorities, ar- 
ranged his notes, sketched out the ideas, 
and then went to bed. Onrising in the 
morning he commenced work, or as he said; 
unmasked the batteries.” The President 
of the Academy in his reply, full of easy 
humor and wit, nearly raised a storm by 
alluding to “the eighteea years of imperia) 
prosperity.”

A Dablin correspondent states that Mr, 
Justice George is seriously* ill, and hardly 
expected to recover. Tn event of his death 
there would be a seat for the Attorney Gen- 
eral in the Court of Queen’s Bench. 

The works for the completion of the Kil- 
kee & Kilrush Railway are to be at once 
commenced under the supervision of Mr, 
F. Coffy, C. E., Kilkee, The terminus of 
the line in Kilrmsh is to be at the end of 
the town, near the bridge, and a branch 
will extend from thence to the quay, at 
Cappa, to accommodate the water traffic. 
On October 29,0 man named Connor, 
residing at Corr Hill, in the neighborhood 
of Ballycumber, was fired at and danger- 
ously wounded. It ie said that three men 
confronted him ashe was going to Mass, 
and on his refusing to promise to give up 
some land, at once committed the act. 
Connor was carried to the County Infirm- 
ary at Tullamore, where he now lies. 

The Registrar General reports that the 
number of births recorded in Ireland in the 
second quarter of the year was 40,855, the 
number of deaths 22.466, and the number 
of emigrants, $2,709, and from these fig— 
ures inters that the population has decreas 
ed by 14,300 in the three months. The 
emigration is less by 2,765 than in the 
corresponding quarter of last year.

$7 35 and $7 374 each, making the snug 
jittle sum of $460,000 over his first contract, 
This Murphy, it must be borne in mind, is 
as Government official, who, acting upon 
the principle tbat a change of Government 
might turn him out, was determined to 
feather his nest before leaving.

pitiable. The poor aborigines of the country 
held sacred the ashes of their dead, and gave 
thelr best treasures to deck their sepulture. 
has left 
husband, or wife, or child, sister or brother, 


Who ts there among us, who 
or dear friend ; that can regard with indiffer. 

vnce the turf that enwraps the form of the 
loved and lost 

*E’on from the graye the volce of nature cries, 
E’en in our ashes liye thelr wonted fires.”” 

So sang one of England's greatest bards, 
in his immortal lines in a Country Church- 
yard, 

Do we not tread more lightly aw we draw 
near to the last home of the beloyed—tears 
spring lovoluntarily to our eyes, and a thou- 
sand holy reminiscences connected with the 
dead rise up inour hearte—Dead—they are 
no longer dead to us, their spirit bears wit- 
ness to our spirit, that we are bending over 
kindred dust. 

But is this neglected spot God’s-acre,? as 
our German ancestors plously named the 
place sacred tothe memory of the dead, 
Are those down-trodden, shapeless heaps 
covered with long, rank grass, withered 
weeds, and the broken and decayed branches 
of trees fit ornaments for one of the loveliost 
spotsin this colony. The view from the 
platform op which the church stands ia ex- 
quisitely beaatiful, aud associated with the 
names of the loved and lost, who have wor- 
shipped within those sacred walls, should 
awaken a ten-fold interest in the hearts of 
surviving relatives, 

Does it not look like sacrilege to see these 
mounds,which when covered with short,green 
turf, would outlast the proudest monuments, 
defiled and trampled upon by the hoofs of 
cattle and swine the very grave stones broken 
and defaced for the want of alittle care, 

A very simple remedy presents itself, that 
would soon call order out of disorder, and 
render the beautiful burying ground one of 
the most attractivespots in the town. 

Let all who have friends buried in the 
churchyard, give a small sum yearly—say a

Sim,—As the time approaches for the 
meeting of the Ontario and Dominion Par- 
laments, I think it but right that the public 
press of our country should urge upon the 
Government the passage of a stringent law 
for the preservation of the foresta of this 
country from fire, for it is rapidly being eon- 
sumed of late years chiefly from some of the 
following reasons ; 

First—Men will go into the bush to cut 
Marsh hay, where they light fire to’ cook 
their victuals, whereas they should cook at 
home and carry their food with them, other- 
wise build a but to cook in and thoroughly 
put out the fire when leaving it. 

Second—Men will light a switch to keep 
off the files, and leave it burning to be carried 
with tho next wind that arises to destroy the 
valuable pine and other trees of our country. 

Thirdly—If the night be dark, careless men 
will light « torch and carry {t through miles 
of dry leaves,which are sure tocatch fire and 
often destroy millions of dollars worth of our 
beautiful pine, disfiguring the face of the 
whole country through which it passer. 

Fourthly—Men will light their pipes and 
carelessly throw down the burning match 
among the dry grass or leaves, 

Fifthly—The sportsman will fire off his 
fowling plece, and the wadding will kindle 
a fire; but he proceeds in quent of bis 
wounded game and careth not where or when 
the fire will be stayed, which he haa been the 
means of kindling. 

You will see that it le Ligh time that 
every man who has aninterest Jn the country 
should raise his volco against such practices 
during the months of June, July and August,

Lhe Polar Ocean. 


The London Spectator ot Nov, 11th,thus ~ 
describes the recent discovery ol open water 

in the extreme north, which was somewhat 
exaggerated in earlier reports :— 


* Among the expeditions which had sail- 
ed during the spring of the present year,there 
Was one, under the command of the com- 
mand of the German Lieutenants Payer and 
Weyprecht, which had sought the almost 
unvisited soas lying between Spitzenbergen 
and Nova Zembi. [na Norwegian sloop 
they penetrated into these seas; aod now 
we have news of their complete success 10 
altaiuing a very high northerly latutsde— 
the highust, we believe, ever attained in 
that direction, In latitude 78 degrees north 
they found open water, extending in longt- 
tude from forty-two to sixty degrees (east,) 
and abounding in whales; aod they believe 
that under fayorable conditions this sea 
would afford an open way to the pole, 


“Tt f9 to be remembered in passing that 
one of our scientific contemporaries has beer 
somewhat hasty, as we judge, in regarding 
this result—full of interest as it undoubted- 
ly is—as “the discovery of the open Arctic 
Sea which has been so long searched for. 
The question whether there 1s an open sea 
extending to the pole of the earth ilself is as 
far from solation aseverit was. It has long 
since been known that open water lies 
beyond the ice-bound seas which surround 
the northern shores of Siberia. It 18 to this 
open water, not actually seen, but as actu~ 
ally discovered as though it had been seen, 
by Wrangel and his tellow-voyageurs, that 
the mame Polynia was the first assigned. 
“It has also been shown that there 
opelt water to the north of portions of the 
American continent ; while within the 
angle of North Greenland and the proloogas~ 
tion of the western shore of Kennedy’s Chan- 
nel, open water ‘rolling with the swell of a 
boundless ocean,’ has been seen to extend 
‘as far as the eye could reach’ towards the 
north. It is also well known that close by 
the very region where Payer and Weypre- 
cht found open water, our countryman, 
Henry Hudson, eailing in one of the clumsy 
tubs called ships in the days of Queen Eliza- 
beth, reached a for higher northerly latitude 
thau the German voyagers He did not, 
however, pursié the same course, since 
whereas they have penetrated between 
Spitzbergen and Noya Zembi, he sailed 
round the northwestern shores of the former 


island. 

“But the discovery just announced, al- 
though it affords no new evidence of 4m- 
portance respecting the open Polar sea, ix 
yet of great interest, in showing how the 
open water surrounding northern Spitz 
bergen may be reached along a new course, 
The voyage past the northwesterly shore of 
Spitzbergeén is full of dangers. It has been 
attempted again and again without success, 
while too often the result of such attempts 
has been not only tnilure bit disaster, The 
route followed by Lieutenants Payor and 
Weyprecht had been thought far less pro 
mising. It lies nearer to the Siberian pole 
of cold, and the seas, being narrower, seem- 
ed more likely to remain iecbound, even at 
midsummer. Now thatit has been success

Not 
long since, however, they attempted to put * 
some restrictions upon these encroachments 
of tho Laps, both on sea and land, which 
led to many collisions. At that time the 
Swecish papers pursued the sulject with a 
| bitterness of hatred towards Russia which 
seemed to have been augmented ratber than 
dimisbed by the lapse of years since their 
loes of Finland. As stated above, the time 
has arrived for settling a new boundary, 
and as au evidence that the King was not 
willing to yield an incli of territory, be 
called the Diet together in order to prepare 
for eventualities. 


SWEDISH FEELING ON THE SUBJECT. 

The integrity of Swedish territory is 
guaranteed by England and France, but 
Rossi claims Finmark by right of inherit- 
ance the Czar. The Aftomblades of 
Stockholm, remarks on the subject: “ The 
ports on the extreme north 1o the Norwe- 
gieo coast do not freeze in winter, thanks 
tothe yalf stream. Now Russia, with a 
Vigorous appetite, bas'no port with good 
anchorage which is not closed by ice six 
miontbs in the year, She has every interest, 
therefore, in procuring one upon good con- 
ditions, and st our expense, becuuse she 
could quickly make 1t into anotber Cron- 
stadt from whence she could at all seasons 
of the year dart forth and threaten the com- 
merce of Franceand England.” A Russia 
paper remarks :—“ Now these two powers 
have slways cried atop to this projectand @ 
singular fatality bas prevented Russia,since 
Peter 1, from putting ber hands upon « 
position which mightbé.at.the same time a 
bridal of civilization and clearing port.’

Al- 
though we doubt not that your most illustrious 
and reverend Lordship will do all in your 
power against maxims £0 destructive to the 
Church and to society, still we deem it by no 
means superfluous to stimulate your well- 
known zeal to see that the clergy, aod above 
all the curates, do their duty.

The Late Gale. 

Great destruction of preperty on the coast o) 
Prince Edward Island S Oharened Blown 
down — Lives Lost — Telegraph Cable 
Broken—Schooners lost with all hands,

Hauirax, N.5., Dec, 6.—Much damage 
and serious disasters on the Prince Edward 
Island coast have been caused by the late 
gale. Very heavy trees, fences, barns, &c., 
were blown down in many places. 

The new Kirk and one side of the new 
Catholic Church at Summerside were blown 
down. At Sparrow’s Road, two barns, the 
telegraph line to Georgetown, and two 
houses were blown down. 

The schooner Mary Givan is totally, and 
atop-sail schooner partially wrecked at 
West Cape, The brig Margaretta is high 
and dry,and aschooner wrecked -at the 
West River. Two schooners are ashore at 
Lockport; one schooner is wrecked at 
Egmont Bay and one at Poronal Bay. The 
owner and gon are drowned. 

Tho telegraph cable between Capes Tra 
verse and Tormentine is broken about the 
middle, It is doubtful if it can be repaired 
this winter. 

The steamer Lady Head has returned 
from Sable Island and reports all well there. 
On the first instant the brig Black Dack,of 
and from Quebec with lumber for Bermuda, 
went ashore four miles from the principal 
station on the north side’of Sable Island. 
The crew and half of the cargo and part ot 
the rigging and tlie chains were saved.— 
They spoke on the 4th inst. the brig Sarab 
Ellen,from Liverpool,bouad to St. Stephen- 
She was short of provisions and supplies, 
but otherwise was all well. 

The echooner-Catherine, from Boston to 
Meteghan, was wrecked on Tuesday off 
Yarmouth. All hands were lost. 

Ha.rrax,Dg0, 6—The Parraboro packet, 
Pratt, master, was totally lost in Minas 
Basin during the gale of Thursday night, 
and all on board perished, 

The wreck was boarded off Chiverie, 
and four bodies, including the captain's 
son, were found, The shore was strown 
with the clothing of women and children,

One of our toreign exchanges gives an ac 

feount ot a German workman who has a 
novel plan for the acce)leration of the advent 
of the millenium. His idea is that the 
sworld-should=be conducted anonymously, 
He urges with reason that the greatest im- 
pediment to progress is personal ambition. 
Every man who mixes himeelf up with pub- 
lic affairs is moved by a desire to distinguish 
himself rather than to improye the condition 
of his fellow creatures; year by year the 
world is becoming more and more governed 
by individuals rather than by. principles. 
Parties follow their leader implicitly, caring 
little where he may lead them to ; newspa- 
pers write him up, and his success or failure 
18 the sole object which engrosses the atten- 
tion of his admirers, One leader opposes 
another, both actuated ‘by. selfish ‘motives, 
and each bidding against his opponent by 
appeals tothe lowest: prejudices’of the most 
ignorant of mankind. Thesé 6yils can alone 
be remedied by a genefal renunciation. of 
our names. As, however, it is necessary for 
us to bear some (distinctive designation, 
numbers are to be substituted for names, 
The world isto be divided ‘into districts 
(forthe names of nations are to be dropped 
as Well as those of individuals), and each 
persou is to be numbered and registered in 
the district to which he belongs, To pre 

vent, however, any one number acquiring 
an undue predominance over another num- 
ber, each number isto be changed once at 
least every twelve months, One advantage 
which is expected to be gained by this sys- 
tem is that it will facilitate the reformation 
of -bad characters, No stigma can be at- 
tached to a number which may be born this 
yearby a burglar and‘next year by a bishop; 

no one, therefore, need despair of regaining 
the esteem of his fellow-men, and this it is 
held will remove one of the principal hind- 
rances to the abandonment of an eyil career. 
How we areto manage about drawing 
dra{ts at sight, and signing papers placing 
the signer under obligation for a series of 
years, is not explained, The ingenious 
German no doubt has hia remedy for this 
little difficulty. His plan is quite as prac- 
ticable as most of the ‘* social movements” 
of the day, aud has the novelty of not being 
entirely stupid.

GOVERNOR'S SPEECH. 
Toronto, Dec. 8, 3:30 p.m. 

Lieut. Governor Howland proceeded 
to the Parliament Buildings to-day in Stute. 
The building was crowded with spectators 
in full dress. 

The following is the Lieut.-Governor’s 
speech : 

Gentlemen of the Legislative Assambly : 

During no period in the history of Her 
Majesty's North American possessions, can 
there be found recorded of any one of them 
a condition of “prosperity which can at wll 


approach that now almost everywhere ex- 
bibited in this Provinces and: it therefore, 


affords me great pleasure to congratulate 
you on so favorable an aspect of our coun 

try’s stride in the path of material advance 
ment, 

I regret to have to announce to you that, 
in consequence ot a protest by the. Goyern- 
ment of Quebec, the Dominion Cabinet 
declines to give effect to/ the award made 
in the matter of the divigion and adjust- 
mant-of tha debts,—orcdits,liabilitica and 
ussets of Upper aod Lower Canada, until a 
decision with regard to its validity sliall be 


given by the Judicial’ Committee of Her 
Majesty's Privy Couveil 

Tho people of Ontario regarding the 
award as rendering thenr no more than bare 
justice in relation to the matters in dispute 
vad hoped that all questions between, them 
und the sister province of Quebec had been 
definitely adjusted and I spprebend> that 
they not only will be unable (to view the 
present state of the case with indifference, 
but that they will not fuilito se@in it well- 
grounded cause for alarm lest the reopen- 
tng of the question involved in the arbi 
tration should’ reviyé thosé political and 
sectional strifes which for yours prior to 
confederation have endangered the peace 
and quiet of our common country, 


I yentured in the chamber last year with~ 
out admiiting that the jddgment of the 
arbitrators on the po’nts submitted to them 
had realized the expectationsof the people 
of this Province, nevertheless,to express tie 
satisfaction which the result had afforded 
me, and also that [ regarded it ag Ginal and 
conclusive, and thatit had establisued for- 
eyer the share of the public debt which thia 
Province wea bound to assame as also the 
Proportion of ,the general assets intend 
ed to become exclusively our own property. 
In this satisfaction I was glad to observe 
that the Legislative Assembly, then in ses 
sion, signitied its concurrence. The delay 
which will arise before effict is given to 
the terms otthe award, necessarily po. 
pones measures and arrangements of im 
mense importance as well tothe future of 
particular sections, asto the Province at 
large, and which were based cn the 
assumption ofthe award being final isa 
matter which must cause gencral disap. 
pointment, 1nasmuch as such measures are 
jor the pregent- rendered » impracticable. 
That the objection to the award should be 
urged on purely technical grounds, is a con 
sideration that intensities the feeling of” re 
gret which a long interval of inaction will be 
certain to create. 


It 1s a matter of history that the general 
acquieecence by Upper Canada in the 
scheme of Confederation was,in a great 
measure, brought about in the hope that 
those strifes would be thereby allayed and 
forever settled, It, in this respect, the peo- 
ple of Ontario are doomed to disappoint- 
ment, it will be owing to no actof theirs, 
butthe responsibility of the consequences 
likely to arise from the revival of the old

Iam to inform you that arrangements are 
jn progress for the establishment of a School 
of Agriculture. A suitable site, comprising 
six hundred acres of land of varied soil, 
and easy of access co the public, has been 
purchased, and no time will be lost in 
bringing this important scheme into opera- 
tlon, whereby those ot our youth who de- 
sire to follow agricultural pursuits may 
obtain the education specially adapted to 
their wants. 

The highly “beneficial results certain to 
follow the construction of main drains in 
vod through certaln swampy lands for 
which a liberal appropriation was made by 
the Legislature, prompts me to recommend 
to your consideration the expediency of 
providing means by which individuals may 
burrow money at a low rate of Interest, to 
improve their farms by tile and other 
draining. 4 

I have lately appointed a Commission, 
composed of eminent judges and counsel to 
enquire into the operation and effect of the 
present constitution and jurisdiction of the 
several courts of law and of equity, of this 
Province, with the view of ascertaining 
whether any, and what changes avd im- 
provements may be advantageously made, 
so as to provide for the more speedy, eco- 
nomical, and satisfactory conduct of the 
business to be transacted in the said courts, 

A measure to provide for the payment of 
witnesses attending tbe trials of criminals 
will be submitted for your consideration, 

The financial accounts of the province for 
the larger portion of the current year will 
be immediately laid betore you. The esti 
mates likewise will be submitted at an early 
period, 

I will not detain you from the important 
duties which are to engage your attention 
farther than feryently to hope that the Al- 
mighty may bless our endeavors to promote 
the public good.

Murder and Suicide tn England. 


The ‘Judictal Statisucs ’ of Eogland,tor 
tbe y: ar 1870, just published, present some 
interesting figures. England has 336 Coro- 
ners and 25,876 inquests were held by them 
during the year. Of these cases 17,606 were 
males and 7,770 females, showing that the 
latter aro far less Hiable to die by violence 
in England than the former. There wore 
222 verdicts of murder,many of these stant 
ing under another denomiuation in the 
police returns in consequence of the case 
proving at the trial not to beso serious; 
149 of these verdicts were on inquests held 
upon infants not more than o year old. 
Coroners’ juries also found, in 1870, 1,517 
verdicts of suicide by 1,185 malea and 3893 
females; 816 verdicts of death from exces- 
sive drinking by 221 men and 95 women; 
128 verdicts of death from disease aggra- 
vated by neglect ; and 820 verdicts ofdeath 
from want, cold, exposure, &o; 7,319, of 
neurly 29 per cent of all the inquests were 
on children not more than adven years of 
age, and 20 per cent of these children were 
illegitimate. There were 4,867 1oqueates on 
infants not above a year old, and 28 per 
cont of these were illegitimate. 

This method of disposing ot infants ia 
shocking. It is not to be assumed, however, 
that the 4,867 deaths under one your of 
age, above referred to, were all the result 
of violence. In many cases, no doubt, 
starvation and exposure were the dreadful 
agonta cogaged inthe work, tia difficult, 
nay impossible, to see how the prevailing 
immorality, ignorance and indolonee are to 
bo speedily checked, to any considerable 
degree, yet it requires no special gift of 
foresight to reach the conviction that the 
dire results of theso evils might ba in- 
measurably modified by a properly estab 
hishod and well supported ayatem of found:

The Irish Statistical Society, to which 
he country is indebted for much valuable 
nformation,and the suggestion of many use- 
u) incasures, entered upon ite twenty fifth 
selon on the 21st November, under en- 
uraging circumstances, A report was 
read, in which the Council ¢ xpreased satis- 
faction at some of the legislative changes 
which tho society has been instrumental in 
ffecting, referring especially to Lord 
O'Hagan's Acts for the improvement of the 
Jory system and the better protection of 
lanatics, to the local government and other 
Bills introduced by Lord Hartingdon, It 
suggested some reforms which are atill 
needed—such as a codification of the Irish 
statute law and the assimilation of the 
bankruptcy Jaw in England and Ireland. 
Mr. Justice Lawson, the president thie 
year,delivered the inaugural address,which 
Was an able and interesting review of the 
Condition of the country, The subject of 
emigration was first noticed. The decrease 
in the population from 1851 to 1861 
amounted to 10 80 per cent, and in the 
next ten years 5 83 per cent. Belfast 
and Londonderry were the only places in 
which there was any increase worth notic- 
ing. In Waterford city and {n Carrickfer- 
gus there was a small increase, In Belfast 
the increase was 4241 per cent,, and in 
Londonderry 20-90 per cent. In Galway 
town the increase was 21-30 per cent. The 
diminuition was chiefly observable in west 
coastand central towns, which have been 
affected by railways; and in all these the 
rate of decrease 18 diminishing. In some 
towns the number of inhabited houses has 
increased, notwithstanding a decreasing or 
stationary population. The decrease is 
caused by emigration, 

The eutire number of emigrants from 
Ireland from May, 1851, to July 81, 1871, 
was 2,062409. In 1869, the number of 
emigrants was 79.050, and in 1870 it was 
75,544. In the first seven months ot 1870 
it was 53,854, aod in the corresponding 
period of the present year 49,155. The 
emigration returos, of which he gave de- 
tails, shew ao improvement in this respect. 
He justly remarked that numbers alone 
form a very imperfeet test of the prosperity 
ofacountry. The actual condition of the — 
population must also be considered, Un- 
less where it proceeds from bad laws, 
emigration is the result of natural laws 
Within 4 country itself there is a constant 
migration oflabor from agricultural dis- 
tricts to nranufacturiag towns, He called 
attention to the general use of agricultural — 
implements as another sign of improvement. 
His testiinony was as follows as to the

He gave returns to show that in 1861 the 
deposits 10 the Irish Joint Stook Banks were 
£22,672,557 ; in 1870 they were £24 866,- 
478, showing an increase of 8 per cent, and 
for the six months to June 80th, 1871, they 
were £26,048,818, showing at the same rate 
an increase on the year ot 1dpercent, The 
deposits in Post-office savings banks were in 
1889 £478,148, in 1870 £585,165, and in the 
first six months of 1871 £642,627. The de- 
posits in private savings banks were in 1569 
£1,974,750, in 1870 £2,034,907, and to the 
80th of June, 1871, £2,150,430. In agri- 
cultural produce there was a decrease acre« 
age un¢ercrop, but an increase in the 
value of liye stock, amounting to £1,240,988, 
It 1s worthy of remark that the potato crop 
now occupies about as large #n acreage a 
before the famine, The condition ot the 
laboring classes is not so satisfactory. 
Their wages are high and employment is

He read statistics which showed that the 
tonnage of the porls of Dublin and Belfast 
had increased fourfold in 80 years, and im= 
provements on a large scale were in pro- 
gross in both ports. 


The education satistics showed an in= 
creased attenciance in the National schools, 
but there ia still s stratum of the popula- 
fon to be reached, the commitals of women 
and girls to goal exhibiting a very large 
proportion of ignorance, There is also & 
want of good intermediate schools. He 
alluded to the crim{nal satiatics compiled 
by Dr. Hancock, and commented upon the 
increaseof crimein Dublin, owing totbe 
influx of criminal clases from the provinoes.

A Gross Fraud. 


In our article on Wednesday on the 
Treaty of Washington we pledged ourselves 
to prove that the Globe's personal attacks 
on Sir Francis Hincks with reference to his 
recent speeches have been most dishonest. 
In commenting on Sir Francis Hincks’ 
Speech at Orillia the Globe’ states! —“ Sir

EffectofCare and Foodon the 
Quality of Wool. 


The quality and soundness of wool depend 
wore than is generally supposed on the care 
and proper feeding of the sbeep. When 
sheep are poorly fed and uncomfortably 
housed, the wool is barsh and deficient in 
strength and elasticity. When irregularity 
prevails in the feeding, and the shoep be-~ 
come out ofcondition, a breakin the re- 
gularity of the staple occurs, a weak spot 
is produced, and the value ofthe fleece in 
deteriorated as much as twenty-five per cunt. 
atonce, A few years ugo the writer made 
an experiment in feeding sheep, which re- 
sulted as follows: Sixteen full-blooded 
Loicestor ewos were put up in two flocks of 
eight each. One lot was fed on corn fodder, 
cut and mixed with ground feed (corn, oats 
and rye), of which two bushels mixed with 
four quarts of the feed was given twicoa dav, 
Olover bay was fed at noon, “This lot raised 
seven lambs and forty-four pounds of wool, 
which, on account of unevenness inthe sta 
ple, brought only thirty five cents per pound 
The othor lot was fed on bay, morning snd 
Aight, with halfa buabe! of turnipa cut and 
*prinkled with two quarts of the same food 
as above at noon. Those cight ewon raised 
twelve Jamba and sixty pounds of wool, 

which brought sixty-five-centa per pound.

Pitting from Small Pox. 


The terrible seamiog and pitting of the 
face, neck and otber exposed parta of the 
body, conséquent upon the severe attacks 
of the small pox, are well koown, It is 
noticeable, however, that the scalp is al- 
ways exompted from marke, even after the 
seyereut form of the disease, the covering 
afforded by the baip preserving ie from’ pit- 
ting. Remembering this fact, it recently 
occurred to an English physician, while 
watching u photographer using cotton 
wool to shut out light in the process of 
‘vignotting’ photographs, that the material, 


if applied to the face and neck of a small 
pox patient, might give a protecting in- 
fluence somewhat similar to that afforded 


to the scalp by the bair, and thereby pre- 
vent or modify the subsequent pitting. 
Having under treatment a couple of cases 
of convalescent small pox, he therefore 
applied cotton wool to protect the face 
The diseusd in cach case was of the distinct 
form. One of the two, d girl, age fifteen 
years, bad an abundant eruption, which in 
the unprotected parts of the body, went 
through the uans! wecatiye changes. In 
both oases the parts covered by the wool 


were loft without a vestige of marks, ‘The 
mode of application was as follows ;/ On 
| the Hirst appearance of the eruption patches 
of skin wbout an inch square were washed 


over with collodin, and immediately cover 
ed witb a thio uniform layer of the wool ; 
the wool readily adberva if applied betore 
the odor of the collodin evaporates, Wheo 
the whole of the face, eto,, was thus cover- 
ed, the was brushed over with oa 
solution of starch or gum, The starch or 
gum waa occasionally applied to the edges 
of the Wool to prevent any abifting by the 
movement of the face. This covering was 
kept on until the dry crust fell off the other 
part of the body, In view of the results 
of the oxperiment, the mode of treatment 
would seem worthy of further trial,

Patan Accrpent.—Last night, about 12 
o'clock, Thomas McKnight, a awitchman 
on the Grand Trunk Railway at the Belle- 
ville Station, was accidentally killed while 
coupling cars. It appears that deceased was 
betweenitwo cars, one of Whicu was ‘being 
backed towards the other, for the purpose 
of coupling them together, when, climbing 
om gecarto turn the brakes, his hold gave 
way, and he fell partly across one of the 
rails, close in front of the advancing cars, 
the wheels of which, passing over him 
diagonally, caused instant death, mangling 
his body in a frightful manner, Mr, Mo~ 
Kaight-wasa-sober, trustworthy man, and 
lad been in the employment of the Grand 
Trank Railway for several years. He was 
crushed badly between two cars some time 
since. Deceased leaves a widow and eight 
children, but one of whom has obtained 
sufficient age aod strength to contribute 
towards bis own support, McKnight had 
sn insurance on his life in theGrand Trunk 
Accidents Insurance Company.

The lecturer, after a few flatteriag words 
of introduction by the Olmirman, gaye a 
short but vivid sketch otf the early history 
of the country—its discovery and annex 
ation to the crown of France by Jacques 
Cartier —the wresting of their American 
colonics from the French by Wolfe, Am- 
herst and other British Generals—the in- 
trigues of the revolted colonies which now 
form the United States to iaduce Canadians 
to castin their lot with them; their failure 
and consequent abortive attempt to con- 
quer the Provinces which now form the 
Dominion—the advent of the U.E, Loyal- 
ists, their anderioys aod the settlements 
founded by them—the war of 1812, its 
Causes and the battles thea fought in Ca- 
Mada with so much glory to our arms, and 
the peace which prevailed ta our territory 
until the rebollion of 1837, radely disturbed 
for a while the existing state of affairs.

Patches from Sandringham say the Prince 
of Wales is decidedly better, and takes his 
food weil. His strength is greater, and 
there are strong hopes’ of continued pro- 
gress toward bis recovery. 

The Queen and Princess Louise yesterday 
visited the groom of the Prince, who is 
improving. 

The Italian embassy in Loadon tele- 
gtaphs to King Victor Emmanuel upon the 
issue of every bulletin, 

Crowds gather in front of the Mansion 
and Marlborough Houses, and cheer loudly 
when bulletins of a favorable cbaracter are 
Posted, the last reports from the Prince 
having greatly relieved the public mind. 

Lonpon, Dec. 15—The Prince remains 
about thosame as announced in the last 
despatches. Assurances are now given by 
high medical authority that be will recover. 

The public feeling throughout England 
is much relieved. 


THE LATEST. 

Our afternoon despatches fully confirm 
the reported improvement in thé condition 
of the Prince. So favorable is the change 
that his recovery may new be considered as 
almost certain. The following are the 
latest telegrams received : 

New York, Deo. 15, 12 a. m.—London 
despatches up to noon to-day report the 
Prince of Wales much better, and fears as 
to the result subsiding 

Lompox, Dec. 15,9 p. m,—The pros- 
pects of the Prince's recovery are hourly 
growing better. There is still excessive 
weakness, but it is believed the fever bas 
spent its force, and with increasing quiet 
the patient is gaining strength.

viously been ehot, Even handed justice 
commanded the chalice to his lips also. 
He was young—only 27—most intelligent 
and accomplished. He ought in the nutural 
course of things to rise to distioction. His 
life was correct, though many of bis friends 
found be * was too much givew to prayer.’ 
Dominating all this was ambition. In the 
chaotic state that France found herself last 
apring, the soldier who dared and risked 
all migbt win, The Firat Napoleon was 
once a lieutenant, and Gambetta by auda- 
city and chance was floated to a D.ctator- 
ship. Besides, every Frenchman believes 
himself born not only to save and remodel 
his country, but the universe in addition, 
Rossel joined the Commune two months 
after peace was signed with Germany,with

who faltered before the national troops— 
who were guilty of indiscipline when he 
became Minister of War for some ten days, 
His heroism and energy galvanized the 
Federals into » prolonged resistance against 
France. His proclamations were exhaus- 
tive—his men were never to ceaso firing 
when a flag of truce appeared or foes sur- 
rendered, till orders; and if any of bis 
men shirked to the rear the cavalry were 
to sabre them; if they ran away in crowda 
the cannon was to pound them. There 
could be no doubt of bis guilt; the mistake 

| of the Government was in delaying the 
execution for months after the sentence, 
when the law lost balf ofits terrors, and — 
thus subjecting the prisoner «o several 
deaths in advance. The Communist jour- 
nals—tor the patty bus gotover ita ‘skotch: — 
ing’—ullade but curtly to the executions; — 
one paper significantly publishes the names 
of the Pardou Committee—a denunciation 
io advance; for if ever the Commanists 
gain the upper hand, but to reign for three 
days, and the impossible 18 ever probable 
in France, they will exact a terrible account 
trom their victors. 

Being under martial Jaw, Rossel, Ferre,

To 185! tho “General Railway” Act was 
passed, giving for the first time the power to 
municipalities to subscribe for stock in Rail- 


t sub-section 8 of section 18, 
municipalities could not do so without sub- 
mitting this question to a vote of theelectors. 
On the 10th November, 1852, somo fifteen 
months after, a special Act was passed en 
titled “An Act to incorporate the Grand 
Junction Railroad Company.” This Act 


that the same—referring to ch important 
provisions—should be incorporated with it; 
and among which was the sald sub-section 
8, requiring a vote of the people, Had the 
Act stopped there, then there could be no 
doubt of the Invalidity of the By-law ; butit 
went on and said, ~ Raving 80 far as they 
“(the provisions alluded to) are expressly 

aried by apy clause or provision therein- 
“after contained.” Now following this in 
“Bo It enacted that sub-section 3 of section 
“18 of the ‘Railway Clauses Consolidation 
“ Act (the Act of 1853) ahall not be incorpor- 
“ated tn this Act;” leaving out as you p.r- 
ceive (no doubt designedly) the clause re=- 
quiring a vote of electors; sothat at that 
time the By-law was valid. 

Has anything arisen since to invalidate it ? 
It is true that years alter general municipal 
Acta required on cortaia monled By-laws a 
Yote of the electors, but they were not re- 
troapective, 


Op the 12th May, 1870, the legislature of 
the Dominion of Canada enacted,among other. 
things, that ‘\with view of securiug the 
“construction of the .sald Grand Junction 
“Railroad,” that all the corporate powers, 
rights and privileges vested in the Company 
by tile eald Act, (the Act of 1852), should, in 

respects, have, hold and exercise the said 
powers as fully as the parties originally 
named therein could and did bold and exer= 
cia+ the same, and all powers in respect of the 
subscribing for, and holding of stock in the 
Company and all other powers whatever by the 
said Act granted to Municipal Corporations 
and others, should be continued and might be 
exercised as fully and effectually as they 
might have been under the said Act, (the Act 
of 1852). What can be platner than that the 
logisiature Intended to place, and did place 
the Company and Municipalities dealing with 
them In their original position as if no time 
had elapsed or changes been made? and 
glvipg vitality to the By-Law if it bad ever 
lost it.

tion, and that {t therefore is still in force, 

I think that the Warden in taking the 
stock must take the number of shares what- 
ever that may be, the Council direct. I think 
that as the Act of 1870 reduced the stock to 
$1,000,000, divided jnto shares os in the 
charter, that \s, shares bearing the same pro- 
portion tu the stock the former shares bore 
to the former stock, in other words,the num- 
ber of shares remained, namely, 50,000 shares, 
I think tho effect ofthe Act of 1870 was to 
reduce the capital, and retain the number of 
shares, thas elneing the value of the share.

Having been in 1 ndinaga on Monday 
last, [wend you areport of the proceedings 
at the nomination, which was held on that 
day at the Town Hall, Melrose, The pro 
ceedings were opeued nt 12 o'olock, noon, 
by E. Hollingsworth, Township Clerk, who 
acted na Chairman, There a large 
assemblage of clectors present, and great 
interest wad manifested in the proceedings. 
The following nominations were ni 

For Reeve—Wellington Frizzell 
proposed by James Gould, sec 
James Weadock. Joha White, . 
proposed by Wm. Beatty, seconded 
Wm. Hickeraon, 

Fon Derury Regyes—Donald Ander 
son, Esq, proposed by Francis English, 
seconded by Wm. Beatty ; elected by ac- 
clammation, Wm. McLaren, Esq., pro 
posed by Wm. Hickerson, seconded by 
Samuel Emerson ; elected by acclammation. 

For Counerttons—Thomas Curry, pro- 
posed by Michael Lally, seconded by Wm. 
Walsh. Louis A. Appleby, Esq., proposed 
by Joseph Easton, secoaded by Francis 
English. Andrew Denike, Exq., proposed 
by James Emerson nded by Simon 
Doxtator. Jacob Euton, Esq., proposed 
by James Gould, seconded by Ralph Ab- 
hot. KR. L, Lazier, Esq, proposed by 
Matthew Hill, seconded by Francis Eog- 
lish. 

The Chairman then declared the nomina- 
tions closed, and would allow 15 mioutes 
for each person nominated to address the 
electors, ‘until all those nominated had 
spoken, when those who wished could re 
sume speaking and continue as long as 
they chose, . 

Joann Wuire, M. P., then addressed the 
electors, and stated that he was not so 
fortunate as the Deputy Reeves, who bad 
been re-elected by acclamation, This would 
be bie third contest for the Reeveship ot 
the Township. When it was taken into 
consideration that two out of the old Coun 
cil had been elected Lyacclamation, it was 
evidence that they were not a very bari set 
of administrators, as he was identitled 
with the Deputy Reeves in the Towoship 
as wellas County Council affairs, In his 
first contest for the Reeyeship, he was op- 
posed by Mr, Deasey, and the contest was 
carried on in a friendly manner, aod he 
hoped. thatthe present contest would be 
conducted ins similar manner, * He could 
not help thinking that the present oppo- 
sition was a species of petty cliquism grow- 
ing out of his late Parliamentary contest, 
and it was very ungrateful on the part of 
Mr. Frizzell to be the man from whom such 
opposition emanated. Mr. Frizzell should 
notforget-that-when-he was-a4 candidate 
for Parliamentary honors he resigned his 
office of Indian Agent and that he got the 
appointmont again by his (White's) recom 
mendation. He then gave nstatement of the 
financial position of the township, and of all 
financial transactions which occurred dur- 
ing the time he was Reeve of the Town- 
ship, and showed that the indebtedoess of 
the. Township had been reduced from about 
$5,400 to $1,500 when the present year’s 
taxes were all collected. That this reduc~ 
tion had been effected without increasing 
the rate of taxation. 


W. Frizzect, §Esq., 1 rising stated that 
Mr. White had contined himselt exclusively 
to the Township accounts. He slated that 
there” was $40,000 of ‘the County Sinking 
Fond-uninvested “which amount should be 
placed on interest for the benefit of the 
County. He then stated that the Reeye 
bad voted forthe By-law in the County 
Council authorizing the County to take 
$50,000 stock in the Grand Junction Rail- 
way. The County Council tried to say that 
they were obliged to take stock in the 
Grand Junctiou by an old By-law passed in 
tne County Council in 1852. Extracts 
from which By-law he read, and contended 
that they were not binding, but that the 
stock taken by the Council with or without 
the By-law, was legal. He then read a 
resolution movedin the County Council by 
Hon, Mr, Flint, and seconded by Mr. White, 
and pronounced it a humbug resolution. 
He said if you iocrensed the County debt, 
and reduce the Township debt, you increase 
the Township debt,and that if aid be granted 
by the County Council to the Grand Juno- 
tion Railway, it would increase the debt of 
the Township, and that Mr. White urged 
the Railway scheme which was unfavorable 
fo the south, and in favor of the north of the 
County. 


Donatp Anperson, Esq., said that he 
had not much to say with regard to the 
discussion between Mr. Frizzell and Mr. 
White, but that he could refute some of 
the statements made by Mr, Frizzell, if he 
chose; but he would leaye that for 
Mr. White to do, With regard to the 
Grand Junction Railway By-law in the 
County Council he bad voted against it in 
every form, In his capacity »s Deputy 
Reeve be had endeavored to discharge his 
duty faithfully, and he concluded the 
electors considered he bad done pretty 
near right when they elected Lim by accla- 
mation With reference to the County debt, 
it was $800,000 5 yeara avo, and that now 
it was reduced to $154,000. He desired to 
thank the electors for the honor they con 
ferred on him by electing him by acclama- 
tion, 

Wo MoLaren Esq., thanked the electors 
for re-electing him by acclamation. As 
far as the Townsbip accounts are concerned 
they are in a good state and you baye had 
a good and true statement of them from 
the Reeve, Mr. White. With reference to 
County Council affaira he bad not much 
experience in them, and besides, he met 
men there who could talk him blind, even 
if they hadthe wrong end of the story. 
He did not speak much but always tried 
to vote right. With reference to the County 
Debt attbe June session of the County 
Council the indebtedness had been reduced 
to $147,000. The Warden he understood, 
stated at the County Council that the 
sinking fund was allinveated.

trators night fix. ‘There was also a ques- 
tion whether the Town would not have 
been obliged to pay for all» Rathbun’s 
machinery. The Town had at the same 
time to pay Read and Corby large sums for 
their storehouses. It is alleged the Town 
was taken in in this matter also; but 
Messrs, Northcott and Rutherford are per- 
haps as capable and quite as honestin 
their judgment as those who find fuult, 

Granting that the Town suffered by the 
arbitrations which took place, what was 
their wisest course with reterence to the 
Rathbun property ? 

Had thearbitration gone on, and Mr. 
Rathbun‘! been sent about bis business” 
the Town would haye had to raise several 
thousand dollars on the credit of the Town, 
Even had the Town been able.to-force 
Rathbun to remove his machinery, a large 
debt would still have had to be incurred, 
to pay for the Mill buildings, &c., and the 
Town would have had the Island and a 
Mill stripped of machinery on its handa. 

The Town had no power whatever to 
lease the Mill. It belonged to Rathbun 
until he was paid forit, and to pay him a 
large debt had to be incurred. 

Now what was done? A Lease of the 
Island alone, excluding the mill, wharves, 
&c., was given for five, or ten years at $200 
per annum 

At the expiration of this.term, Rathbun 
is to be paid what arbitrators shall fix, as 
the value at that time, of the improvements 
made prior to last March, and the point as 
to machinery is settled, for he ig unt to be 
paid for it, He is not to receive a cent for 
any improvement made after Iast March,or 
for those made in 1867. 

Now, if it be true that at the end of five 
or ten years the Mills will be “* worth 
notbing,” the Town of course will have 
nothing to pay, and will be free from a 
large linbility. One word as to the offers 
said to have been made. The only offer 
ever made to the Council, so far as I know, 
was the one on Monday last, and, as I ob- 
served, includes the Mill, which the Town 
never had the power or right to lease to 
anybody. 

You will remember that the matter was 
under discussion in the Council for weeks 
before, and after the appointment of the 
arbitrators; it was commented on in tho 
press, and ample opportunity was given 
for offera to be made, 

The Council could then have considered 
the advisability of borrowing not less than 
$15,000 to accommodate purties willing to 
pay $1,000 for a satisfactory lease” of the 
Mill ns it stands, 

Those who contrast the $1,000 with the 
$200 must also contrast the Milland pre 
mises aw they aro in completo running 
order, with the bare Island, which ie all 
the Town had power to deal with, 

Surely if by watting five or ten years, the 
improvements will become “not worth a 
dollar,” 1t would be folly to pay an enor- 
mous sum for tua: wow. The mill ia 
assessed, I believe, at $20,000, on which 
Rathbun pays taxes to the town, As well as 
about $1000 Harhor ducs, 

It is alav to be borne in mind, that had 
the property comu into the hands of the 
town, # large sum anoually would be paid 
for insurance, and the town would receive 
no taxes as they now do. It would be uo 
productive, because no ope would rent it | 
without the machinery.

Thurlow Nomination, 


Sun.—I beg to furnish you with an ac- 
ount of the proceedings at the nomination 
or counciliors in Thurlow, which you will 
oblige me by publishing. 


At one o'clock the electors repaired to 
he ball in the large stone building at 
anifton, for the purpose of nominating the 
tveve, Deputy Reever,sand Councillors, to 
epresent them for the ensuing year. J.J 


ratty was nominated for Reeve, followed 
»y the nomination of P. Clap: : 
| ford Ashley. PRignnt Bae 


J.N, Diamond, was then nominated for 


Deputy Reeve,followed by the nomination 
of Harford Ashley for the same office,when 


the Keturning Officer stated emphatically 
that he could not receive that nomination, 
that a man could not be nominated to run 
for two offices in the same council. 

Mr. Ashley said that be had no intention 
of ronaing forReeve,and that Jas, F. Sagar, 
who had nominated him was no trend of 
his, but was a brother-in-law of Jao. Dia- 
mond, aod that the scheme lad been con 
cocted to prevent him from running for 
Deputy Reeve in order that Mr, Diamond 
miglt secure his election, The expressions 
of foul play was freely used by the crowd. 
The nominator and seconder of Mr. 
Ashley jor Deputy Reeve demanded the 
nomination to be recorded, which after a 
time the Returning Officer reluctantly con- 
avnted to do. 

Then followed the nomination of P. 
Clapp, N. Lingham, W. H. Sills and P. R. 
Daly,tor DeputyReeves,almoat immediately 
Mr. John Clapp nominated O, R. Weese for 
Deputy in order to play the same trick on 
Weese that Jas, F, Sugar bad attempted on 
Asbley.  Weese rose immediately and ob- 
jected, stating that he had no intention of 
runpiog for Deputy, and that Mr. Joho 
Clapp was trying to play a dodge on him. 
‘The people looked on thesetricks with 
tolizontiva, aod Loam sure that the men 
that were induced to play them get po 
credit from the public.

MESSAGE FYROM THER GOVERNOR, 

The Clerk took the chair at 8 o'clock. 
Hon. Mr. Blake read the following state- 
ment 

GENTLEMEN OF THE LEGISLATIVE AssEM 
BLY.—His Excellency the Lt.-Governor 
commands me to scquaint you that the 
Hon. Richard William Scott member for, 
the City of Ottawa, and also Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly, bas been appointed 
Commiss'oner of Crown Lands of the Pro- 
vince of Ontario, and that, his seat in the 
Assembly ,laving thereby become vacant, 
another Speaker is 
necessary. It is therefore his 
Exccllency’s pleastre that you do forth 
with chouse a fit and proper person to be 
your Speaker, and that you do present him 
whom you have so chosen to bis Excellency 
the Lt.-Governor in this House to-morrow 
at one o'clock, for His Excellency’s appro-— 


ELECTION OF NEW 8PEAKER, 

Hion. Mr, Blake said: “I proceed to per- 
form the duty that has fallen on me,that of 
ordering a person tothe chair rendered 
vacant by the acceptanceof Mr. Scott of 
an office of trust and emolument under the 
Grown, I do not propose-in- the present 
unorganized condition of the House tbat 
we should on this ocdéasion discuss the 
question of the organization of the Admin- 
istration. [ will make but a single state- 
ment on this subject, namely, that the 
organization of the Administration has 
been completed, aud that Mr. MacKenzie 
whom at the earliest moment I had re- 
quested to undertake the arduous functions 
of the Treasureship, and whom I could not 
induce to do 8o,bas-yielded to my solicita- 
tions and is now Treasurer, Mr, Gow has 
accepted the office of Provincial Secy. In 
reference to explanations asked of me on 
former occasions, I will give them when 
the House 1s organized to-morrow. The 
explanations will be fall, perbaps fuller 
than usual, and I believe they will be satis- 
factory to wy friends and the country. 
now beg to move that James George 
Carrie, member for Welland,take the chair 
of this House as Speaker. He has bad 
considerable legislative experience in the 
old Provioce of Canada, andI have no 
doubt he will maintain his own dignity 
and that of this House.. The short exper- 
jence we haye had of him in the conduct 
of that portion’ of the business that has 
fallen to his share in this House proves that 
he will be an acceptable person for the 
Position tv which I venture to hope he 
will be elected. 

Mr, Pardee seconded the nomination, 


Hon. J. 8. McDonald said he did not 
rise to object to the member for Welland. 
He had the houor a tew days ago to nom 
inate to the chair a gentleman who held a 
high position in the Conservative party. 
He viewed the proposed change with un- 
mingled satisfaction, because of the conduct 
of the lato Speaker, which he did aot think 
Mr. Currie would be guilty of, namely, of 
lobbying against the very party that elected 
him, He would not at present say any- 
thing respecting the new appointment, 

Hon. Mr. Cameron repeated the state- 
ments of the member for Cornwall. He 
hoped the new Speaker would not endea- 
vor to interfere in the political organiza~ 
tion of the House. fe believed that Mr. 
Currie would exercise impartial conduct 
in the chair. 

Mr. Pardee regretted that the member 
for Cornwall should have thought it neces- 
Sury to Cast reflections upon a gentleman 
who could not be present to defend him- 
self, a gentleman who stood high in the 
country, and who, if on the floor, was 
quite able to defend himself. He was 
not aware that the Inte Speaker was guilty 
of the conduct alleged against him; he 
had been elected by a majority of this 
House, and he (Mr. Pardee) believed that 
his present course was approved of by a 
majority of the House. He had pleasure 
in seconding the motion, 

Mr. Rykert congratulated the member for 
Welland upon the positionin which he was 
about to be placed, 


Hon. Mr. Blake 


did not think fit at 
this time to reply to the statement 
that had been made, and he. hoped 
the House would proceed at once to the 
election of Speaker, 

The motion was then put and carried 
unanimously, and the Hon. J.G, Currie was 
conducted to the Chair by the Hon. Mr. 
Blake and Mr. Pardeo, Mr. Speaker briefly 
thanked the House for the honor conterred 
upon him. He would strive to fulfil the 
duty of his office faithfully and impartially, 
and he hoped he would do so with credit 
to himself and satisfaction to the House and 
country. (Olieers). 

Hon. Mr. Blake congratulated Hon. Mr. 
Currie upon the confidence which the House 
had reposed in him by electing him unani- 
mously their Speaker 

Hon, J. 8, MeDonald aleo congratulated 
the Speaker, and hoped the House would 
have no cause to repent of the choice they 
had made. While he remained in Opposi 
tion Mr. Speaker would always find a ready 
willingness on {!y t of the Opposition

appy Boyhood. 


I was looking at some school sports the 
other day, with a companion. The boys 
were running, jumping, throwing the cricket 
ball, and going through all those fancy per- 
formances in athletics from which sv much 
glory is achieved nowadays, and so many 
silver pots. The winners were saluted with 
rounds of cheers; the losera received their 
own consolation among their private friends, 
by telling of the trifling accidents which 
caused tliem to come in secondand third. A 
band waa playing, flags were flying, ladies 
were looking on and Jaughing, and every- 
thing bore joyous and festive air. 

“Happy boyhood!’ said my companion, 
sentimentally. ‘Happy boyhood! If we 
could only be always boys |’ 

‘ You great donkey,”I returned, ‘had you 
got a wile when you were a boy 7’ 

* That,’ he replied, with a smothered groan, 
‘may be one of the peculiar features which 
muke boyhood so delightful.’ 


I forbore to press the Socratic method, 
which I felt might goagainst me; but I 
began to reflect on the foundation of our 
faith in the happiness of boys. When we 
left the field the sports were over and the 
people dispersed. In one corner of the field 
a fight began; in anotherI observed a big 
boy kicking a small one; in another, two 
small boys punching the head of a smaller ; 
in another a group of boys were angrily dis— 
cussing the ‘events,’ and threats were freely 
interchanged. One drawback to the happi- 
ness of this time of life, I discovered, ia the 
subjection to the ordeal of battle. Boys have 
to support their opinions by the fist, pugno, 
pugnare. This method, at least, is not so 
pleasant, if more convincing, a8 to support it 
by those argaments which we are #o ready 
to parade in the club smoking-room. 

This-was the first drawback which occurred 
tome. WhenlIcame further to examine 
into the matter, I discovered so many others 
—each taking something from the general 
bliss of boys—that I found myself reduced to 
doubt whether there is really any Jelt at all. 

Foremost among the miseries incidental 
to this period, I put snubbing, Boys are an- 
mercifully snubbed, ‘Their opinions may be 
of some crudeness ; but why let them know 
this in the way calculated to offend their 
sensibilities which is always adopted by 
sisters, elder brothers, and mankind in gene~ 
ral? 

Moreover,a’ boy's opinions never are worth- 
less, A boy goes straight to the point at 
igeue ; and if he car find it—which he gene- 
rally does—his only fault is that he holds it 
upa!l naked and bare, for the derision or ad~ 
miration of the world, without any of those 
seemly coverings and robes which a larger 
experience wraps round an opinion. A boy 
las fifty opinions ; he is not allowed to ex- 
press one ; and I well remember my own 
miserable case, when I was nade to fesl a 
criminal indeed, for the assertion, in plain 
terms, of what I knew to be true, For in- 
stance, the wisdom of our ancestord has 
condemned us—or, at least, condemned me— 
to spend three-fourths of my school life over 
the manufacture of Latin verses, Was there 
ever a time, from the moment wheh I com- 
enced the study of Bland’s immortal poems, 
when I did not feel the whole thing to be a 
sham and a humbug—when I did not know 
that all around me were countless things of 
nature which ought to have been taught me; 
for want of showing which Twas doomed to 
grow up, as'l have done, an ignorant pre'en- 
der of education—one of the class scoffed at 
by Professor Huxley? But, of course, my 
opinion had no weight; and the only time 
when I wat bold enough to express it, ad- 
monition—in a form calculated to awaken 
the deepest feelings of humiliation and the 
strongest sense of physical suffering—warned 
me not again to rebel against orthodoxy. 

There were the masters, too—the hum 
bugs who used to lecture us on the wicked 
ness of amoking. They used to smoke 
themselves, furtively, up the chimney; and 
in the vacation were to be seen of the whole 
world, smoking oponly, Why could they 
not take an honest line, and tell the boys 
that smoking was bad for youths of tender 
years, agit certainly 18% As if, too, we did 
not know how thoy played whist in each 
other’a rooms, and hed brandy and water— 
sometimes too much of t—in the small 
hours, They were obliged, no doubt, to 
deliver those perfunctory homilies which 
they managed so badly; and though we 
feel nowt they were the victims of cir 
cumstances, it is difficult to get rid of the 
old boyish indignation at being lectured for 
what the lecturers did themselves. As 
for doing, indeed, 1 never did anyshing right 
at all, It was always either too much or 
too little; 1 always ia with a boy. His 
bost efloris are not appreciated; and any 
thing short of the best efforta brings with tt, 
Jet ua pay, scones of a disagreeable nature. 
It may be good that a boy khould be taught 
not to think too large potatoes of himself; 
but itis a trying lesson to him, and in the 
process of learning be may be excused for 
fooling like the charity boy when he hail 
mastered tho alphabet—that he had gone 
through a groat deal to got 


the sensitiveness of others. Itiaan age, aS 
La Fontaine said, without pity. Boys 
have not learned by suffering the beauty of 
sympathy; they ‘cannot appreciate the 
performance of the unsuccessful ; like the 
Carthaginians they would fain crucify any 
defeated general. And every day of his 
life the boy is either a victor or a victus. 
The spirit of emulation has got into his 
very games. Boys are enemies, both in 
the play-ground and in the class room. In 
their fights they trample unmercifully upon 
each other; they know no magnanimity; 
and they have a Procrustean standard ut 
their own, to which every one must con— 
form or be made to suffer, There is no 
individuality in boys, All must come up 
to the same line—or pretend to—in birth, 
money, dress, and strength. Woeto him 
who thinks differently, is of a different 
station,and Hs other ideas than bis fellows, 
For that boy school life will not be happy ! 

Their own faith, it is true, is simple and 
profound. Their heroes—the school heroes 
—are destined to carry everything before 
them. Their standard of success is the very 
highest. » They have no hopes, no conditions, 
no desire to be anything short of Cesar. 

And when I think of allthese things, [ 
pony if a school boy has any happiness at 
all. 


* He isn’t marr——" interrupted my friend, 


can he dons he pleases, Nor ische allowed 


sermons of his well-wishers. Nor has he 
apy money torpeak of. Nor has he, in 
general, those things, even in moderation, 
which he would like to have. Nor lias he 
yet learned not to make himself miserable 
over small humiliations. Nor can he dis- 
tinguish between a true and a false succers. 
Nor is it pleasant to have a fight with, or be 
kicked hy a bigger boy. Nor are hia finer — 
points appreciated. And yet—and yet— 
there is something which seems to make — 
boys happier than men; and my friend was — 
not wholly wrong. They do not know their 
own happiness, and they do know their own 
discomforts, So far, itis a semblance of 
happiness, and not the reality. They are 
bappier than we who are no longer children, 
because they hope. In the dim future, 
which seems so long, there are so many 
possibilities — sich glorious possibilities f 
And since they are possible, they are, to the 
youthful mind, certain. The boy hyes ina 
future brighter than any present a man has 
ever found. 

Boylood is not life, nor is 1t the happiest 
time of life.

A City Swept Away---Ten Thou- 
sand Persons fouseless. 


(From the Ploncer of India.) 
We regret to record a sndden and great 
disaster at Jounpur, a fine native city of 
the second class. It contained nearly nine 
thousand houses and 25,000 inhabitants. 
The river Gumti rose suddenly on the night 
of Friday, September 15, flooding most of 
the moulias south of the river and one or 
two on the north of it.

A series of cxercises selected by one of 
the spectators, and embracing Simple and 
Quadratic Equations, Involution and Evo- 
lution and Surds was presented, inydlving 
some of the most troublesome intricacies of 
Algebra, To these prompt and satisfactory 
solutions were returned in an incredibly 
short time. 


The classes in Arithmetic and History— 
English and Natural—acquitted themselves 
to the entire satisfaction of all present, 
bearing testimony not less to the applica 

tion of the pupils than to the teachers, 
There is, perhaps, no better test of the 
general efficiency of schoolastic training, 
than an exercise in English Composition. 
In addition to the merely mechanical,it is 
an exercise in Orthography, Grammar, Dic~ 
tation, and General Intormation. Such an 
exercise was presented to a mixed class of 
boys and girls, each one being allowed to 
select his or her topic. The allotted time 
haying expired, the pupils rend in succes- 
sion their impromptu producttona, which 
really would have done credit to older 
heads,

Saltpeter was aceldentally discovered to 
be a specific for this loathsome disease, It 
was in the following manner: A middle 
aged lady, the mother of six children, had 
often sought relief from a pain jn the back 
by taking saltpeter and brandy, Small- 
pox was prevailing in the city. Uncon- 
sciously, Mrs, —— was exposed to it, and 
contracted the disease, ‘Yhe premonitory 
symptoms were very violent—fever ex- 
tremely bigh—severe pain in the head, and 
excruciating pains in the region of the 
kidneys.

Methodists at that—‘the worst kind of 
Protestants’ a3 4 French Catholic lady once 
politely remarked to the writer. Hardly 
jecs extensive and valuable are the Seig 
nories of St. Placide and St, Sulpice--the 
latter being one of the most fertile tracts of 
land in the Dominion, They are Seigneurs 
of the Island of Montreal—82} mules io 
length by 10} in width—including the land 
on which the first of British Colonial cities 
ia built, and their income from a)l these 
sources is simply enormous. The Seminary 
educates priests, founds;colleges, supports 
schools,subsidixes artizans’ institutes, estab- 
lishes hbraries, builds churches, sends forth 
missionaries, and, in a word, is one of the 
most influential and powerful of the eccle~ 
siastical corporations of the Province of 
Quebec, The Sulpicians present a striking 
contrast to their more recently introduced 
rivals, the Jesuit Fathers of Bleury Street. 
The Sulpicians are all French Canadians, 
while the Jesuits are polyglot ; the superior 
being a Portuguese, while Englishmen, 
Spaniards,Irishmen, Americans, Scotchmen, 
Frenchmen and Canadians, make up the 
highly intellectual body of men which fur 
nishes priests for the superb Church of the 
Gesu and Professors for the noble Ste, Ma- 
rie’s College. The Sulpicians haye an air 
of calm contentment as if thoroughly con- 
scious of the strength of their position, 
while the Jesuits have the dark and subtle 
look which has ever marked these deyoted 
Pratorians of the Holy Roman Catholic and 
Apostolic Church, 

In the ecolesiastical terminology of Mon- 
treal, no word occurs more frequently than 
*Fabriquo,’ and few words are more fre~ 
quently misunderstood. By very many it 
is held that the Seminary is the Fabrique 
sud that the Fabrique 1s the Semtoary— 
the two institutions being held to be one 
and the same, In reality,the Fabrique is the 
Vestry of Notre Dame, the Parish Church 
of Montreal. It is composed of Trustees 
and churchwardens, who are laymen olect- 
ed by the communicants of the Parish. 
Nominally, the Sulpicians haye no voice 
in these elections; really, no man is elected 
whose presence would be offensive to the 
all-powerful Fathers. The function of the 
Fabrique is to manage the temporal affairs 
of the parish, its churches, chapels and 
cemeteries—precisely a8 in an Anglican 
vestry in Ontario. 

On the Northern slope of Mount Royal — 
the eminence from which Montreal derives 
ita name—tlies the Cote des Neiges Ceme- 
tery, a piece of grovad of large extent,more 
‘than twenty times the sige of the Cemetery 
on Dorchester Street, which serves as the 
Roman Catholic burial ground tor many 
generations.. [mmediately contiguous to 
this Cemetery is a fine farm belonging to a 
hard-working and respectable Scotchman 
named Tait. This farm is well situated, 
fronting on Cute des Neiges road, and ruo- 
ning back to Mount Royal Cemetery—the 
Protestant burial ground of Montreal. So 
valuable is the land that when Mount 
Royal Cemetery wished to purchase twelvo 
arpents from Mr. Tait, he found the Trus- 
tees quite willing to give him his price of 
one hundred pounds per urpent, 1t is well 
to remark here that the arpent isa French 
Measure very nearly equal to our English 
acre. For many years Mr. Taithas labored 
on his farm, and now it isin a flue state of 
cultivation; a good house and out-build- 
ings have been erected, fruit trees have 
been planted, and gardens laid out. In 
fact, the farm would pass muster in the 
Lothians, aud its culture is in striking con 
trast to the slovenly husbandry so common 
on the Island of Montreal.

In Aprillast the Fabrique, certain of vic 
tory, moved on the enemy's works—Grant 
fashion—but not with Grant’s success.

The capital of the County of London- 
Jerry is the city of the same pame, Lon- 
donderry, made famous for the tenacity 
and endurance with which its :nhabitants 
withstood the pressing and protracted siege 
Which was conducted against it by the 
troops of King James II, im 1689, Lon- 
donderry city is picturesquely built on 
oval-shaped hill. It is surrounded by ma 
sive walls, which are entered by four great 
gates, named Ship Quay Gate, Bishop's 
Gate,Ferry Quay Gate and Butcher's Gate. 
The buildings and dwellings have extended 
beyond the walls in very large proportions 
of Inte years, The city stands on the left 
bank of the river Foyle. The river is here 
croased by m wooden bridge, 1,068 feet 
Jong, the travsit ending at Ferry Quay 
Gate. The water supply to the town is 
conveyed through great iron pipes, which 
are laid across this bridge, the water com- 
ing from a source inthe country sufficiently 
elevated to command the municipal centre 
—* point which at is very difficult to find, 
owing to the city having been built on such 
4% great eminence, A streetot good dimen- 
sions leads from each one of the four gatos 
toward the Diamond, or market place, a 
quadrangular area which occupies the yery 
heart of the old town, and contains the 
Corporation Hall, 


The Cathedral of Derry stands on the 
summit of the bill. This venerable pile is 
114 feetbin length and sixty-six feet wide.

The famous gates which 
were “closed” against King Jumes are pre- 
served in the armoury. Theanniversary of 
the day of “closing the gates” had been ob 
served yearly since the relief of Derry, For 
some years past it has beea a day of tumult 
and riot, caused by collisions between the 
'Prentice Boys and the Roman Catholics, 
The slege of Derry was, as our readers are 
perhaps aware, reliever! by the arrival in 
the river Foyle of a provision ship, the 
Dartmouth, which had been despathced 
from England,and ran up to the towawheao 
the beseiged people were reduced to the ne- 
cessity of consuming rats, mice, frogs, and 
other vermin forfood. This vessel was suc- 
cessful in her mission, after others had fail 
ed on o like errand. King James. bad 
thrown » huge boom made of iron chain 
across the Foyle River,and against this ob- 
struction the British supply vessels were 
for a time powerless. The lucky ship was 
commanded by Captain Dixon, who, wait- 
ing until the tide was running up the River 
Foyle from Culmore Point, carried her 
straight on the crest of the flow agalust the 
boom and succeeded in cutting it in two. 
Captain Dixon was shot on the deck of his 
ship—in the very moment when he waved 
his bat in triumph—by one of King James’ 
soldiers, stationed on the bank of the river. 
The scene of this memorable action is sur 
mounted by a floe residence, named Boom 
Hall, which was occupied some few years 
since by the Right Rey, Doctor Ponsonby, 
Bishop ot Derry. 

The greater portion of the county and — 
city of Londonderry is held in trust by 
twelye municipal companies of the Corpora» 
tion of London, England, the foundera of 
which advanced money for the sustentation 
of the Protestant cause in Ireland and the 
maintainance of the defence of Derry. The 
land was mortgaged to them in return by 
the crown. The representatives of these 
several guilds receive the rents from the 
tenenta in Londonderry and make very good 
landlords. Under their management was 
perfected the instituuon of the * Prentice 
Boys,” by which certain privileges were 
granted to young menwho were indentured to 
trades under the master {réedom of the town. 
The 'prentices of the days of the siege had 
acted well forthe English cause. The Ro- 
man Oatholic religion was rigidly excluded 
—in practice, profession, or the presence of 
people born in that faith—from Derry. No 
Roman Catholics were allowed to reade 
within the walls. No Roman Catholic 
Church was permitted to be built within the 
municipal limits, The terrible atringouoy 
of the English penal laws was not relaxed 
in Derry until long alter the passage of the 
Catholic Emancipation Act of 1829. The 
Right Roy. Dra, McLaughlin and MoGinn, 
the firat prelates of the Roman Church who 
were tolerated in a dwelling im the town 
after the termination of the religious porre~ 
cutions of hudreda of years, have both died 
within a yveryshort period of the timo just pas= 
sed, The Roman Catholic population of 
Derry are now very wealthy and highly 
respectable and influential, and have built 
some very fine houses of worship near the

The Rathbun Lease, 


Sim,—In justification of the action of the 
Council in giving usa renewal of our former 
lease of che Island for a period of five or ten 
yeurs, we beg to state a few facta that bear 
upon the case, 

First,—During the past five years our 
outlay for improvements on the Island it- 
self, including docks and an extension— 
nearly doubling the area of the [sland — 
has amounted to fully $7,000; which ex 
penditure has,in’reality,added at least that 
sum to the value of the Island,and which it 
was understood should not be paid for by 
the Town, neither should the rental be in 
creased in consequence of such improve- 
ment. During the same period our additions 
and improvements in the Mill have exceeded 
the further sum of $20,000; and both these 
amounts haye been expended with the-- 
certainly not unreasonable belief—that any 
Council would recognize in such outlay our 
right to a new lease ata rental not alto 
gether based on our own improvements. 


Second,—With the Mill in our bands, our 
employees —mostly residents of Belleville— 
have not been dependent on theMoira River 
alone for logs to keep the Mill stocked and 
themselves supplied with work. Had this 
been the case—only two seasons since our 
Mill, like eyery other one in and above 
Belleville would haye been idle—for not a 
log on the River Moira reached Belleville 
that season; but we kept our Mill running 
full time by logs from the River Trent. 
This bas, to a certain extent, been the case 
this yeur, as a great many logs on tha Moira 
could not be got to Belleville. Had we not 
been able to do this, our disbursements for 
labor on the Island that season—not less 
than $25,000—would not have been expen- 
ded ; neither would any Harbor dues or the 
benefits of yessels engaged in carrying our 
lumber have been received by the town, 
During the period of our doing business in 
Belleville, our Mill there has never been idle 
& moment for want of logs, but always one 
of the earliest to commence and last to 
close sawing of anyin the vicinity, and ~ 
do not hesitate to say, and that wit!. a! 
respect to the lumbermen jn this vicinity, 
that no other operators, excepting Messrs, 
Gilmour & Co,,and Page & Oo., could have 
kept the Mill supplied as we have done jn 
the past, or are in position, in point of tim- 
ber, to so doin the future.

And aside from these sums there are our 
taxes, Harbor dues, Bank account for our 
whole business,and many other connections 
trom all of which Belleville derives more or 
less benefit, Furthermore, and directly 
contrary to the assertions of many in Town, 
during the whole time of our doing busi- 
ness in Belleville, we cannot recall twenty- 
five dollarsin all that has been paid our 
employees in anything but money, und we 
are glad to state we have been ableto pay 
our men thus far regularly every week. 

We have been offered by good parties in 
Belleville, a8 high as 7 percenton all the 
orders we would give our employees, to be 
paid in goods, which they agreed to sell nt 
their established rates, but neverin a single 
instance have we given un employee at our 
Belleville Mill, an order for goods in return 
for services, holdiny tothe right of an 
employee to receive Lis pay in money and 
to spend it how and where he chooses. 

It isby no means pleasant for us to make 
public our business or to claim that the 
Town 1s benefitted therefrom more than 
some parties appear to believe; but we do 
so that they may see that we impart as well 
as receive benefit in our operations at Belle 
ville, and algo to justify the course of those 
gentlemen in the Council who voluntarily 
approved of the acceptance of our offer for 
the renewal of our lease.
